FUGITIVE 
GIVES. HIMSELF UP 


William J. Mendum, Who Went 
Around the World to Escape 


Remorse, Surrenders, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Dee. +.—William 
J. Mendum of this city and Winchester, 
who disappeared Nov. 4, 1903, leaving an al- 
leged shortage of $20,000, has returned and 
informed County Solicitor Kelly that he is 
ready to plead guilty. During his absence 
several detective agencies have sought in 
vain to locate him and his wife has secured 
a divorce. When Mendum and his attor- 
ney walked into Mr. Kelly's office, Men- 
dum remarked: 

“Well, here 

Mr. Kelly answered, “Hello, Menduwm. 
Where are the detectives?’ 

“I don't know. I have not seen any,’’ 
was the reply. Mendum said he had not 
}obtained bondsmen afd did not want any. 
but would go to jail. Deputy Sheriff G. w. 
Collie was telephoned for and took Men- 
dum to jall. 

The story of-Mendum's wanderings since 
he left this olty. Noy. 4, 1968. is an interest- 
ing one. He was tn Boston for a month 
without being discovered. A reward of 
$800 had been offered for him by the F- 
delity Bond and Deposit Company of Mary- 
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Montreal, shaved off his beard and took 

the train for San Francisco. He stayed 

there a short time and then sailed for 

Honolulu. After a week there he took a 

eteamer for Hong Kong, where he  ob- 

tained a position in a bank, but he had 

not been’ there a week when thew asked 

for his recommendations and he left. From 

there he drifted to China, thence {to India, 

where he lived a month, and then to 

Egypt, remaining there for a month or 

more. He then traveled west, stopping at 
Nice, Paris and finally in London. 

He remained there until last July, when 
he came to this country and was in Boston 
a week, talking with relatives over the 
telephone during that time. He passed a 
part of his time in Narragansett, and in 
August went to St. Louls and took in the 
World's Fair. On September 1 he*arain 
sailed for London and went to a hotel with 
the idea of shooting himsé@if and putting 
an end to his misery. 

A Boston man. who recognized him, 
talked him out of the suicide idea, how- 
ever, and advised him to return to. his 
home and@ give himeelf up, telling him that 
after he had served his sentence to come 
to his Boston office and he would have a 
position to start life anew. 

Mendum said that hie friend's advice 
prevailed, and he immediately sailed for 
this country, arriving in New York Fri- 
dav on the steamer Cedric. 

Mendum was indicted at the April term 
of court for embezzlement, the amount 
specified being $1500. His shortage in the

ore PUE CARD IN THE HAT. 


Hats are more or less alike. The two 
dropped by the sega ee? of Mutzberg 
told nothing until, on pulling 
sweatband on one of them, @ black derby, 
a card was found. It was the business card 
of the Silver State Bakery of Denver, 
Colo., and across the top of it was writ- 
ten in pencil the name “John J. Schneider. 

In scouring the neighborhood of Mutz- 
berg’s saloon for clews that might lead 
to the murderers, the police learned that a 
youth who had worked in a shoe factory 
about a block from the scene of the crime 


was named Schneider. 
A shoe factory is a place in which the 
police often look for evidence or knowledge 


of criminals. Why? 

Because many criminals learn to make 
shoes in penitentiariecs, and when they 
come out and try to lead honest lives they 
naturally seek the only sort of work they 
can do, and that is shoemaking. 

Somebody in the shoe factory was 
“sweated,”’ and the police fell upon a lot 
of remarkable circumstantial evidence that 
secmed to them to prove Schneider was the, 


murderer of Mutzberg. i 
They learned that Schneider had escap 
from the state reform school at Boonville 
about a year ago. this, coupled with 
the fact that he had en in Chicago some 
time during the year, and that his name 
was the same as mat foune = card 

in the hat, put the murder on *’ 

He wae arrested at his home, 2315 Texas 
avenue, where he lived with_ his father, 
and then began the weaving of the web in 
which he was to be held. 

But the Post-Dispatch, through its agen- 
cles in Denver, learned that John J. Schnel- 
der was proprietor of the Silver State 
bakery of that city and a reputable busi- 
ness man. When he was asked about the 
card found in the derby hat of the mur- 
derer he recalled that during the fall he 
had been in Chicago. There he met a 
young man calling himself Fox on the 
street one day who claimed acquaintance 
with him, but whom he did not know. 

In a spirit of good fellowship, however 
he took one of his business cards out oO 
his pocket, wrote his name on it and hand- 
ed it to the man who had greeted him, 
telling him to call at the bakery the next 
time he was in Denver. 

So ended the Denver Schneider's connec- 
tion with the card, for he could not re- 
member even the appearance of the man 
to whom he gave it. 

And so was knocked down the police 
theory that the murderer of Mutzberg was 
necessarily Schneider by name. They held 
to the boy, however. 


THE WEAVING OF THE WEB. 


The web of incriminating evidence 
against Schnelder almost wove itself. Cir- 
cumstances of the most damning descrip- 
tion fell into line one after the other to 
convince the police that Schneider was one 
of the men who wore the mask and car- 
ried the pistol with which Mutzberg was 
killed. 


Mesh by mesh the police put the web 

eget as is here told. 

he man who murdered Mutzberg was 
described by Salisbury and Stark as being 
about 5 feet 4 inches tall and weighing 
about 12% pounds. John Schneider answers 
to these physical descriptions. When he 
was taken to the Four Courts the derby 
_ found on the floor of the saloon after 
thé fight of the murderers was put upon 
his head. It fitted him. 

Stark was sent for, and when he arrived 
at the Four Courts the piece of black mutf- 
fler was tied about Schneider’a face, the 
derby hat i gg upon his head and he 
was thrust into 8 ’s presence. 

“The very man!" exclaimed Stark. “I 
would know those eyes anywhere. It Is 
his hair, and I recognize his temples. He 
is of the size of the smaller of the two 
men who came into the saloon the night 
Mutzberg was killed.’’ 

So was Schneider identified as a murderer 
by his eyes and two small patches of hair 
that showed upon his temples under a 
derby hat. 

Another incriminating fact was his hand- 
writing. Although it was shown that the 
man Schneider.of the card had no connec- 
tion with the crime, young Schneider was 
made to write the name “John J. Schnei- 
der.’"" Now, the mame on the card was 
written in that characterless fashion com- 
mon to men who use pen or pencil seldom. 
A tmillion men write mose or less like it. 
Young John Schneider is one of them, John 


“dé. Schneider of Denver is another. The re- 


semblance between the names as written 


-by both is appreciable. Another proof, the 


police hold, that voung Schneider was the 
murderer of Mutzberg. 

When young Schneider was inducted into 
the police sweat box he went to pieces, he 
melted into tears, he trembled and he lied. 

He was led into lies by the nature of the 
questions asked him, then entangled and 
later shown the baldness of his lfes. That 
did not help matters for him, for in en- 
deavoring to straighten the matter out he 
confused the police into fully belleving that 
he was the murderer, a* thing which they 
hed doubted. 

Schneider, only 19 years old, can fessed 
that in those few years he had led a way- 
ward life. He said that he had stolen a 
watch when he was 17 years old, and was 
under the influence of drink when he did it. 
He described his escape from the reform 
echool. He told how he had tramped and 
“bummed” his way about the country. He 
sald he had been in Chicago. He was ina 
state of fuddle from the questions put to 
him, the dodging back and forth and the 
mixing up of the time element, and all 
the time weeping from nervous fear and 
weakness of character. 

Here was how he was caught: The de-

A GIRL MAY SAVE HIM. 


Out of all the confusion of ideas into 
which fear had thrown him, John Schneider 
evolved a clear and simple statement of his 
movements on the night of Nov. 2, whith 
he told to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

He arrived at it by following his course 
back Saturday night by Saturday night. 
Last Saturday night he got a dollar from 
his mother, who is separated from .§ his 
father and lives at 3022 Franklin avenue, 
and went downtown and spent it among 
the saloons. The Saturday night before 
that he was out in the country with his 
father. 

This is his story of his whereabouts on 
the fatal night of Nov. 20. 

“After supper Edith Hobbs, who lives 
downstairs at 2315 Texas avenue, where I 
live with my father, told me that there 
was a girl stopping with the Prestons in 
the house, who said she would like to meet 
me. She introduced me to the girl, whose 
name is Olie Bilder.

Becker of New 
York Profits Through Neglect 
of Father’s Lawyers, 


PROPERTY WORTH $240,000 


Transfer to Fortunate Legatee’s 
Mother Was Intended to Be 
Rescinded at a Later Date.

NOW YORK, Dec. 9.—Romances of sud- 
den riches in Bronx lots reached a climax 
to@ay when it was learned that Mrs. 
Charlies E. Becker owned a $240,000 interest 
in a great tract, of which she was in total 
ignorance until informed of her wealth by 
the title searchers. The facts were re- 
vealed when J. Clarence Davies sold the 
891 lota of the Charies Bathgate Beck tract 
to Henry Morgenthal, president of the Cen- 
tral Realty Bond and Trust Co. for §$1,200,- 
0, 

The property was part of the great Bath- 
gate holdings, the bulk of whith was 
fold at auction to many buyers a decade 
ago. The last three direct Bathgate heirs 
died within a month in 193% The old man- 
sion tract passed to Charfes Bathgate Beck. 
He soon died, willing the tract equally to 
Columbia College, New York Wo tai, 
the Presbyterian Hospital, the Presby- 
terlan Board of Home Miasions and Dr. 
Parkhurst's Society for the Prevention of 
Crime. The trustee was the Farmers Loan 
and Trust Company. 


To offer a perfect title, a search was 
made by the title guarantee and trust 
company. This company’s report spread 
consterr.ation throughout the ten boards of 
trustees. A joint meeting was hastliy sum- 
moned, to which was Sidden Charies E 
Becker of the fur manufacturing firin of 
jecker & Martin. Mr, Becker appcared 
before the meeting with some trepidation.

Their earning 
capacity will not be lessened or increased. 

By the tremendous fall in prices the 
‘Jambs” in every village and city from 
New England to the Mississippi were 
cleaned out. But these country lambs were 
not alone in their losses. For the first 
time in years the wise old sheep of the 
street itself took alarm at the cry of 
‘‘wolf’ and plunked into demoralized flight. 
They rallied themselves after 60 minutes 
of disaster, and the panic ended for the 
day. 

That single hour of tumbling prices made 
Thomas W. Lawson of Boston the central 
figure of stock speculation. For the mo- 
ment he was a king of destruction, smagsh- 
ing his way through the securities of 
trusts, of combines and of veteran manip- 
ulaters. As he had boasted he would do, 
Mr. Lawson shook—periilaAps with only a 
faint tremor—the foundations of 2% Broad- 
way, the house of Standard O!l magnates, 
and the center of their widening circles of 
financial rings.

Cuban Leader Had Faith in Amer: 
ica and Was Willing to 
| Make Terms. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. §,—‘Carrying & 
Message to Garcia” i# a story so well 
known to hundreds of thousands of young 
men that the inside history of how a mes- 
sage was really carried to Gomes, head 
of the Cuban army, will be interesting, es- 
pecially as Robert P. Porter, the commis- 
sioner fer President McKinley on that oc- 
casion, has consented to tell his story for 
the first time. Mr. Porter had made ar- 
Tangements to sail for Europe when he ré- 
ceived a telephane call from Washington, 
asking him to come at once te the White 
House. He went, and was told by the 
Presidem that it was absolutely necessary 
for him to find Genera] Gomez, who was 
supposed to be in the eastern end of the 
island, and bring the general to General 
Brooke's headquarters in the western part. 
of Cuba, 

Mr.‘ Porter was authorized to offer Gen. 
Gomez $3,000,000 to disband his army. It 
was not a hopeful undértaking. No one 
knew just where Gomez was in hiding, but 
Mr. Porter found him and within three 
hours closed the negotiations and wired the 
result to President McKinley. <A special 
report of the mission was made at the 
time, but it never found the light. Some 
facts from the records at Washington are 
given here: 


No Time Wasted 
Getting to Work. 


It appears from the records that Com- 
missioner Porter received his eredentials 
and letters from Secretary of War Alger 
on Jan. 27, 189. By the th he had pre- 
sented the same to Major-General John 
R. Brooke, governor-general and com- 
mander of the United States forcea in 
Cuba, at his Havana headquarters. By ¢ 
o'clock the following morning Commission- 
er Porter, having secured a special car, 
was Hustling for Remedies, near which he 
was advised would be found the headquar- 
ters of the Cuban army. 


At Havana Commissioner Porter had econ- 


sulted Gen. Leonard Weod, who heartily 
approved of the purpose of the expedition, 
So that when the commissioner started on 
his special in search of Gomez, he took 
with him not only Senor Gonzalo de Que- 
sada, Cuban agent in Washington, but also 
representatives of both Gen. Brooke and 
Gen. Wood, the latter conveying to the Cu- 
Dan general the good wishes of the gov- 
ernor of Santiago Province. 

At the end of @ 1l4-hours trip the train 
pulled into Remedios, the center of one of 
the richest sugar and tobacco sections of 
the island. Maj. John A. Logan and a party 
of Amertean officers at Remedios had been 
advised of the coming of the commissioner 
rand party afd had arranged quarters for 
them. Along the route the Cubans, learning 
beforehand that Senor Quesada was going 
through, asgembled at the stations to cheer 
him. Next to Gomez, Senor Quesada seemed 
to be the especially beloved of the Cubans. 
It was learned thet Gen. Gomez was with 
the Cuban army a few miles from town and 
arrangements were made that next morn- 
ing all concerned should meet in Remedios. 
Gen. Gomez was to receive his old and 
trusted friend Quesada in the morning and 
the representatives of the United States at 
noon

At the appointed time~on Feb. 1—Gen. 
Gomez, accompanied by a bodyguard of 
about 100 mounted men, rode into town, 
and over the breakf table at 4 rivers 
houge, the general and Quesada discussed @ 
misaton which meant so much for Cibaris 
in both the present and the future.

“There is ‘David Harum, one of the best- 
known examples of publishers’ bad judg- 
ment. It had been rejected by several 
firms, and when the author at last got a 
publisher I recall the comment of one 
of the most experienced reviewers in New 
York that the book had probably been 
published out of friendMness to the author 
and not through an expectation of profit. 
“David Harum” was written by a dying 
man who ieft its royalties as a legacy to 
his family. No one except him thought 
the royalties could amount to anything, 
but they have turned out to be a substan- 
tial fortune, and besides the 600,000 or 
700,000 copies which were quickly sold there 
is a steady annual sale as large ag that of 
nine-tenths of the new novels issued. 

“The readers of novels are women and 
the ordinary average novel to be success- 
ful must appeal to women. But the big- 
gest sellers are novels which men buy. 
Any novel which men can be induced to 
buy at all will sell in the hundreds of 
thousands, because most men buy only a 
few novels, and these few are necessarily 
large sellers. 


Men Like Touch 
of Realism. 


‘Men like to read about the experiences 
they have had. That is what made ‘David 
Harum’ sell. Historical novels also have 
more men readers, and so have political 


novels and etories of business and finance, 
in which men either have had some experi- 
ence or which they would like to partici- 
pate in and know something about. 

“The keynote of the success of a novel is 
its human interest, and that human inter- 
est must be optimistic and oheerful. Ex- 
cept it is a ‘masterpiece which commands 
attention by its style, its finish and the ex- 
traordi ability of the author, the story 
and the plot must be hopeful and turn out 
well to effect a ular sale. Whatever 
sad, pointing experiences the, reader 
has had, he wants to find in a novel some- 
thing to cheer him up, take his mind from 
his own troubles an ‘enable him to think 
what might have happened to him if his 
luck had only been better and his lines 
fallen in more pleasant places,” 

“Then that is the reason why novels do 
not tell things as they are?’’ asked the 
reporter, 

“Very likely,’”’ replied the publisher, “al- 
though very few people write of things as 
they are. Few authors tell their own ex- 
periences or what they know best. They 
write about what they would like to be, 
or would like to know, or what they think 
would sell, You must recell that yHting 
books is somewhat of a trade and the roy- 
alties are not to be forgotten. 

‘The usual royalties are 10 per cent on 
the first five or ten thousand and 15 per 
ons afterward. Where an author’s name 
is so well-known that a large sale on the 
strength of his reputation is assured the 
royalty may be 15 or even 20 per cent from 
the start. he royalty is based on the re- 
tail price of the book. On a $1.50 novel the 
10 per cent royalty would be 15 cents, which 
on a sale of 00 would amount to $730. 

“That is a larger sale than the majori- 
ty of novels reach. PWorr out of five of

“Where a novel is not illustrated and

publisher can come out even if there a 
Sale of 1000 or 1200 copies. That will pay 
the expense of the t setting, the plates, 
the paper, press work and nding. The 
advertising and sample copies are an addi- 
ilonal expense, greater or less, according 
to-the publisher’s judgment.

Any novel which shows 
signs of a good sale a publisher is always 
lad to advertise at his own expense, for

NEW YORK, Dec. ¢-—There is no more 
interesting feature of the enormous pea 
travel flowing and ebbing at the port of 
New York than the yearly steerage rush 
for Europe, now at its flush. The holiday 
volume of eastward steerage travel swells 
year by year by tens of thousands, and 
this year by 100,000. 

In the first eleven monthe of 188 the 
number of steerage travelers sailing for 
Europe from the Atlantic seaboard was 
154,000. In the first 11 months of 193 it 
was 209,000. In the corresponding period of 
19044 the number who salled from Atlantic 
ports to revisit their old homes and friends, 
or to spend the remainder of their Hives in 
the lands of their birth, was 329,000.

A PRETEXT FOR HIGHER RATES. 

The attempt of the railroad companies to force shippers to 
take limited liability service or pay 20 per cent higher rates 
on a bill of lading “not negotiable” is arbitrary and unjust. 

“If you hold a pistol to a man’s head and, at your sugges- 
tion, he gives you his valuables, he does not do it voluntarily ; 
he has no alternative. It appears that the shipper will not ac- 
cept the 20 per cent service because he cannot afford to do it.” 
In these words Commissioner Prouty characterized the pro- 


ceeding. 

They are nct too strong. Shippers cannot afford to pay such 
exorbitant insurance rates. They must accept the alternative 
and forward their goods at their own risk. No more daring 
attempt to evade responsibility was ever conceived. 

If it were possible to consummate this greedy folly the burden, 
of course, would fall upon the consumer, who would suffer not 
only the higher prices which a higher cost of transportation 
makes necessary, but the loss consequent upon the restriction 
of business activity. If accepted the new rate would increase 
the freight payments of the United States two hundred millions 
of dollars in 1905. 

An imposition so utterly unjustifiable cannot be supported by 
the pretense that profits require higher rates. The profits for 
the year 1903 exceeded those of 1902, and there is no expecta- 
tion of a falling off in traffic. Nor can it be made acceptable 
to the business community by an offer of carriage at. the old 
rates at owner’s risk. Mr. Prouty’s blunt exposure of that 
sophistry is conclusive. The companies themselves will proba- 
bly see their interest to be in a square backdown and withdraw- 
al of the new bill of lading.

IMPROVEMENT IN SUBURBAN TRAIN SERVICE 

There are indications that the demand for improvement in 
local train service will bring about more satisfactory condi- 
tions. Railway managers appear anxious to do all in their 
power to give better service. 

A letter from a Post-Dispatch reader published Monday shows 

by its tenor that commuters are not inclined to be unreasona- 
ble. They make allowance for unavoidable delays, and good 
service is appreciated. 
Tt is a fact, however, that unless commutation trains are 
run on schedule time the average clerk and wage earner cannot 
afford to live in the suburbs. With an irregular and unreliable 
service, the suburban trains must depend for their traffic solely 
upon the comparatively smal] number of well-to-do people who 
ean afford to put up with the inconvenience, for the sake of 
living out of town. The masses, from whom the suburban 
profits must be derived, are compelled to reside in the crowded 
city. 

San Francisco has the largest suburban travel-of any city 
in the United States, with a total annual volume of 18,177,000 
passengers. This means huge profits. In comparison with this 
showing, the suburban travel of St. Louis is in its infancy. It 
would pay the railroads and be of inestimable benefit to the 
city to build it up to a condition of efficiency.

There is Poet J. T. Gibbs of Okawville, Ill., 
for example. Poet Gibbs is not only a man 
of sentiment, but of words. Poet Gibbs 
viewed the World's Fair in all its grandeur, 
and it moved him mightily. Likewise he 
Was agitated at the thought the Fair had 
closed, or must close, (he puts it both 
ways,) whereupon he burst into song as 
follows, to wit, viz:

Your music’s hushed, your lovely lawn

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MISTRESS’ SECRETS 


Jewell Divorce Suit Becomes Sud: 
denly Interesting When Wile's 
 Confidant Takes Stand. 


Gpecial ta the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—Champagne, beer, 
kisses, hugs and cab rides in this and half 
a dozen other citiesyfigure prominently in 
the testimony given before Justice Levin- 
tritt and a jury in Part LI. of the Supreme 
edurt at the second hearing of the suit for 
absolute divorce brought by Col. Jameé A. 
Jewell against Caroline L. Jewell. 

Col. Jewell is a relative of ex-President 
Grover Cleveland, and was formerly a 
/member of the United States Board of 
General Appraisers, but was forced, by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Shaw to resign his 
$7000 a year position owing to the notoriety 
attached to his divorce suit. 

The Jewells at the time of their separa- 
tion, in the auturnn of 1902, were living at 
452 West One Hundred and Forty-fourth 
street. In his complaint Col. Jewell names 
six co-respondents. 

Mrs. Jewell has begun a counter-sulit, 
naming aé co-respondents Alice Ferguson, 
a maid formerly in the Jewell household; 
Josephine Strong, a-clerk in the Treasury 
Department, and a Mrs. Allen, a nurse, Col, 
Jowell’'s suit was brought to trial last 
spring, while the defendant was in a sani- 
tarium. This action was reversed by the 
Appellate Division and a new trial ordered. 

Mrs. Jewell, a well-preserved woman of 
middle age, alternated between contemptu- 
ous laughter and copious tears, while Alice 
Ferguson, the maid, enumerated on the 
witness-stand the visits of the various co- 
respondents to the Jewell home in the ab- 
sence of the head of the house. Miss Fer- 
guson’s testimony covered almost the en- 
tire ten years of her service in the Jewell 
home. 


With little hesitation the maid told how 
She used to go with Mrs. Jewell to the 
office of Ju Beckford in Laconia. She 
would wait In the old judge’s ante-room, 
she said, while her tress interviewed 
the judge for an hour in his inner sanc- 
tum. She gaid that afterward Mrs. Jewell 
would make ther her mother confessor. 

The maid also related in great detail how 
Mrs. Jewell had told of having met Bro- 
ker Geran in an Atlantic City hotel and had 
ce a + es vacser room as he was 

ring e #l a 
gone in Danian ie. ter a call and had 

“In 1893, Mrs. Jewel told me,” said the 
maid, ‘‘that when she waa in Mrs. Chap- 
man’s bordaing house, after the family had 
gone to , She and Bert Chapman used 
to drink beer >, a re and that he went 
to her room an that she used to kiss 
him and was sweet on him.”’ 

The maid then told of a visit of her mis- 
tress to Laconia in the summer of 194. 
“She told me that she stopped at the Eagle 
Hotel,” continued the witness, “and that 
there she met a man named Caldin. who 
brought drinks to her room and made love 
to her.’’ 

‘Do you know a Mr. Goff?" was ~asked. 

“Yes. In 1895 Mrs. Jewell told me that 
Mr. Goff would call and to put some beer 
and wine on the ice. ‘Mr. Goff is one of 
my fellows,’ she told me. ‘I'm going down- 
town to meet him tomorrow.’ She told me 
afterward that she had frequently met him 
and that they had cocktalls together. 

“Did om know a man named Lenneft‘” 

“Yes. One day in 189% Mrs. Jewe!! came 
home and was undressing wh-n she put 
hor hand to her e@fs and sald. ‘%h, I 
havn't my earrings.’ I asked. ‘Where have 
you been?’

The witness said that ‘he cnok and
